Gan carry Oregon,says the San Fran- 
cis Post, he is reckoning without 


his message. Oregon is a large 
sheepraising State, and the Presi- 
dent’s heresies ou the subject of 
wool are not likely to be popular 
where so large @ portion of the peo- 
ple depends on the prosperity of 
that industry. Oregon contained 
evera million sheep in 1880. The 
number has largely increased since 


that time. If Mr. Cleveland be- 


lieves that the way to capture the 
Webfoot vote is to take away the 
support of much of the popuiatin, 
he bas missed his guess of the kind 
of intelligence that prevails in that 
part of the country. 

Oregon is not a doubtful State in 
the sense in which President Cleve- 
land is said to regard it. When a 
national election comes Oregon 
votes the Repuolican ticket,though 
a State election may allow the Dem- 
ocrats to slip in. We do not be- 
lieve that Gormanism and its tac- 
tics, that have proved so successful 
in the East, will bring advantage 
to the party in that State. Oregon 
is not Maryland or New York City, 
and does not vote on the same 


principles. But if President Cleve-| 


land wants to put another blot oo 
his administration by trying the 
same tactics of federal interference 
and coriupt campaigning, the Ke- 
publicans should not object to bis 
plan of wasting his evergies iu Or. 
egon. 


THREE Anarchists of Hoboken, 
New Jersey, are in jail at New 
York for exciting a riot in a beer 
hall, Being somewhat excited with 
beer and principle they entered the 
saloon and begun to abuse the Gov- 
ernment to a number of laboring 
men. One ofthe latter remarked: 
“Tf this country don’t suit you,why 
don’t you go where you came 
from?” This eminently sensible 
suggestion aroused the ire of the 
three Anarchists, and they made a 
violent assault on the workmen. 
They fought desperately, and wheu 
the police came on the scene they 
shouted: “Kill them! kill the _ po- 
lice!’ and after a hard. battle were 
dragged off to jail. If these fero- 
cious parties had reflected on the 
sensible suggestion, and had re- 
membered that there was not the 
slightest objection to their leaving 
this country, *to which they are 
bound neither by birtb, law or af- 
fection, and had, fiually, started for 
any other country that may strike 
their fancy, they weuld not be in 
court to-day, with a good prospect 
Ofalongtermino prison. The An- 
archists have the largest Jiberty of 
leaving this country that the most 
impatient could desire. 


THE money loaned on Western 
farm mortgages comes largely from 
the Eastern States.

In answer to questions by the Dis- 
trict Attorney she said: Came to 
Reno 12 years ago. Am over 15 
years ofage. My mother is dead. 
Have kaown Henderson ever since 
I came to Reno. Have no regard 
forhim. He came tomy room at 
midoight about August 1, 1887, and 
also about the last of July. I did 
not know he wes in the room till he 
awakened me. He placed his hand 
on my bosom and woke me. Did 
not cry out. Was afraidto. Did 
not know what he came for. I said 
‘What do you want?"”’ He said he 
was going to stay there. He did 
not make any threats. He told me 
to keep still or I would be sorry for 
it. I wasafraid. I did not know if 

a cry could be heard. He got on 
the bed after he put his hand on 
me. I did not consent to any of 
his actein theroom. He forced me 
to do what I didn’t want to. [When 
asked what he did she displayed 
much embarrassment.}] I tried in 
every way to prevent him from 
touching me. I was lying on my 
side, as I put the covers about me, 
and he pulled them off. I pushed 
and kicked him, but be was the 


stronger, and carried out what he 
came for. He stayed till near day- 
light. I never told anybody he 
came. I was afraid Henry would 
kill me. He threatened to kill me 
the last time he caine to my room.: 
I never consented to his touching 
me. Heentered the window. The 
door was locked. The window was 
open. The weather was warm and 
I always kept the window open. I 
never called for help—was afraid to. 
He never threatened to take re- 
venge if I disclosed what happened. 
He came to my room after the first 
visit and wanted me to go with 
him. He said I would have to leave 
with bim. He told me just. what 
was the matter with me. I did not 
know what was the matter with me 
before. Iseaid I wouldn’t go with 
him. Told him to goaway. He 
said he beard I was going away. If 
I went he’d follow me. @ made a 
subsequent visit to the window. It 
was fastened. He partially opened 
it. Heasked me come out. I told 
him to goawey. He said if I went 
below be would follow meand have 
reveage on me. I fastened the 
window and be left. All his visits 
were at night. He would follow 
me on the streets sometimes. 
Cross-examined by Judge King— 
His last visit to the window was a 
month or six weeks ago. Didn’t 
know what was the watter with 
me till about two weeks ago. He 
did not threaten me until his last 
visit. He made no definite threats 
before. . By definite threats { mean 
he never said he would take re- 
venge. He told me not to tell that | 
he ever been in my room. 
Never offered to strike me, but I 
was afraid of him. He never ex- 
hibited a weapon, but told me once 
he carried a kuife. That was once 
when he entered my room. He 
didn’t threaten me with it. I 
never liked him ever since I wasa 
little girl. He rented my step- 
mother’s stable for about a year; be 
vacated just after Fair time last. 
His last two visits were made sub- 
sequent to his leaving the barn. I 
have been out riding with wes 
in bis wagon in company wit 
ethers. Never visited Nenry’s 
house to call on his girls. There 
were three rooms onthe floor on 
which I slept oceupied. I was in 
the back room. be two iront 
rooms were occupled; three of my 
sisters slept in one of the front 
rooms; they are thirteen, seven 
and four years of age. Harry, 
three years old, slept with me, 
I didn’t seratch Hen erson; I bite 
my nails short; didu’t think to try 
to scratch; didu’t pul his hair; 
didn’t get out of bed; when I tried 
to get out of bed he pushed me 
down; did not rap on the wall; [ 
kicked at him; but he tired me out 
and when I was exhausted he ac- 
complished tis purpose; after which 
he began talking about my step- 
mother; I said nothing; he in-

He said he would 
consult his lawyer before making a 
public statement. He was greatly 
agitated. 

Stella Jose wason the stand for 
four hours, and told her story in a 
clear, unfaltering manner. The 
examination was conducted with 
closed doors,

inear, which is to say that it comes 
straight from the Greek into the 
Latin, and thence on to us. The 
riddle is plain enough when we get 
to the true origin of the word—ae 
twelfth. Onc@®, indeed, it used to be 
said that the true origin was that the 
word meant a thumb breadth, be 
cause its equivalent pollex im linear 
measure was often used in its plece. 
But this is not the case. 

Some of the old Latins themselves, 
moreover, thought it meant litera 
the unit; but even this will not hol 
beside the proper signification of 
twelfth. The pound weight was 
really never divided by inches or 
ounces. It was divided by twelfth 
by halfs, by thirds, by fourthe, a 
by sixths. And here, again, we see 
what a convenient base a system of 
twelfths is for division eompared 
with a system of tenths, which could 
only be divided evenly in two ways 
—by twoand five. For seven ounces 
they used the literal seven twelfths; 
for eight ounces they said two parts, 
i. ¢., two-thirds; for nine, wanting a 
fourth, which with us reads like a 
roundabout way of expressing three- 
quarters; for ten, wanting a sixth; 
for eleven, wanting a twelith.—{Lom 
don Standard.
